PREFACE. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work 
in  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  the  population 
of  the  Urban  District  at  mid-June,  1962,  was  37,100,  compared  with 
36,130  for  the  previous  year;  this  increase  of  970  is  to  some  extent 
accounted  for  by  the  continued  influx  of  “ overspill  ” population 
from  Gateshead  to  new  houses  on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate,  which  is 
now  nearing  completion;  the  natural  increase  in  population,  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  was  423. 

The  birth  rate  was  21-4  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 

20- 9  in  1961;  the  standardised  rate  (i.e.,  adjusted  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  population)  was  18-6,  which  was  in  excess  of  the 
figure  of  18-0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  24-0,  compared  with  26-5  during 
the  previous  year;  the  national  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was 

21- 4,  which  was  the  lowest  national  rate  on  record,  prematurity  being 
responsible  for  the  majority  of  infant  deaths. 

The  death  rate  was  reduced  to  10-0  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  10-5  during  1961,  and  the  standardised  rate  again 
exceeded  that  for  England  and  Wales.  Heart  diseases  and  cancer 
continued  to  be  the  most  important  causes  of  death  and  were 
responsible  for  almost  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality.  Coronary 
disease  was  responsible,  during  the  year,  for  the  death  of  32  males 
and  25  females  and,  although  this  was  a reduction  compared  with 
1961,  was  still  the  commonest  single  cause  of  death;  combined  with 
other  forms  of  heart  disease,  the  resultant  mortality  was  approximately 
one-third  of  the  total.  Accidents  and  suicide  were  the  cause  of 
approximately  4 per  cent,  of  ail  deaths. 
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In  the  environmental  sphere,  encouraging  progress  continues  to 
be  made  in  the  control  of  atmospheric  pollution;  further  reference 
to  this  important  topic  will  be  found  on  page  31  in  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the  Report.  Although  foul  pollution 
of  the  River  Tyne  continues  unabated,  it  is  worth  recalling  that,  to 
the  great  credit  of  the  Council,  a modern  Sewage  Works  was  con- 
structed in  1955.  This  caters  mainly  for  the  Learn  Lane  housing 
estate  with  approximately  4,000  houses.  The  Works  have  been 
enlarged  during  the  past  few  years  and  will  have  further  technical 
improvements  during  the  coming  year;  further  reference  to  this 
will  be  found  on  page  18. 

This  is  the  last  Annual  Report  which  I shall  have  the  honour 
to  present  to  you  prior  to  taking  up  another  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Tyne  Port  Health  Authority.  I wish, 
therefore,  to  conclude  by  expressing  my  most  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  unfailing  assistance  and  co-operation  I have  always  received 
from  all  Members  of  the  Council,  other  officials  and  my  staff  in  the 
Health  Department.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(1)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  shape  of  the  Urban  District  is  roughly  square,  the  northern 
boundary  being  formed  by  the  River  Tyne  with  a steep-sided  fore- 
shore of  about  two  miles  in  length.  The  Urban  District  is  bounded 
to  the  west  by  Gateshead  County  Borough  and  to  the  south  by 
Washington  Urban  District  ; the  eastern  boundary  is  formed  to  the 
north  by  Hebburn  Urban  District  and  to  the  south  by  Boldon  Urban 
District.  Part  of  the  south  boundary  is  formed  by  Gateshead  Fell, 
which  rises  to  about  600  feet  above  sea  level,  and  whence  there  is  a 
gradual  fall  to  the  River. 

The  main  industries  of  the  district  are  engineering,  coal-mining, 
building  construction,  chemical  and  paint  manufacture,  marine 
engineering,  etc.

The  total  of  insured  employees  increased  by  433,  compared  with 
1961  (males  + 254;  females  179).  On  the  male  side,  the  bulk 
of  the  increase  was  in  construction,  with  minor  increases  in  miscel- 
laneous services,  professional  and  scientific  services  (including 
education),  timber  and  furniture,  bricks  and  building  materials,  and 
mining  and  quarrying.  These  were  offset  to  some  extent  by  a 
decrease  in  the  numbers  employed  in  engineering,  electrical  goods 
and  shipbuilding,  and  in  chemicals,  paints,  and  allied  industries. 
The  largest  increase  in  the  numbers  of  females  employed  was  in 
miscellaneous  services,  with  a comparatively  minor  increase  in 
professional  and  scientific  services  (including  education). 

(4)  Unemployment. 

At  the  end  of  1962  there  were  457  men  and  104  women  registered 
as  unemployed,  compared  with  305  men  and  68  women  a year  earlier. 
The  largest  part  of  the  increase  in  men’s  unemployment  occurred  in 
building  construction  and  engineering  and  electrical  goods.  The 
rest  was  spread  over  a wide  range  of  other  industries.  On  the  women’s 
side,  there  were  no  significant  increases  in  any  particular  industries 
except,  perhaps,  the  distributive  trades. 

There  were  28  boys  and  13  girls  registered  as  unemployed  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with  seven  boys  and  three  girls  a year 
earlier. 
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(5)  Disabled  Persons. 

In  April,  1963,  there  were  337  males  and  36  females  registered 
under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Acts.  The  numbers  of 
registered  disabled  persons  unemployed  and  registered  for  work  at 
the  end  of  1962  were  45  males  and  six  females,  compared  with  46 
males  and  nine  females  a year  earlier.  The  following  table  indicates

(6)  Government  Training  Centre) Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  Government  Training  Centre/Industrial 
Rehabilitation  Unit  is  established  at  Green  Lane,  Felling.  The 
Training  Centre  exists  to  provide  vocational  training  in  certain 
skilled  trades  (i.e.,  Radio  and  TV  Servicing,  Gents’  Hairdressing, 
and  a variety  of  Machine  Operating  trades)  to  both  able-bodied  and 
disabled  persons,  whereas  the  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit  provides 
short  courses  of  toning-up,  vocational  guidance,  and  assessment  of 
capabilities  for  disabled  persons  in  need  of  such  help.  The  conditions 
of  entry  into  the  Unit  are  that  the  persons  should  be  physically  able 
to  carry  out  the  course,  be  likely  to  become  fully  fit  for  full-time  work 
during  the  course,  and  have  a reasonable  employment  prospect. 

The  catchment  area  for  the  Rehabilitation  Unit  consists  of  the 
four  northern  counties  and  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and  those 
rehabilitees  who  are  unable  to  travel  daily  to  the  Unit  are  boarded  out 
at  Finchale  Abbey  Training  Centre  for  the  Disabled,  near  Durham 
City.  All  applications  are  channelled  to  the  Unit  via  the  Disablement 
Resettlement  Officer  at  Employment  Exchanges,  and  most  of  these 
applications  originate  from  medical  sources,  i.e.,  hospitals,  clinics, 
Ministry  of  Health,  general  practitioners,  and  Works  Doctors  (see 
table).  A Hospital  Visiting  Service  operated  by  Disablement  Re- 
settlement Officers  helps  to  ensure  that  cases  are  identified  and 
referred  as  soon  as  medical  treatment  is  completed  to  achieve  a smooth 
transition  from  disablement  to  resettlement. 

During  1962,  644  people  (of  whom  25  were  from  the  Felling  area) 
commenced  a course  of  rehabilitation  at  the  Unit  and  of  these  154 
per  cent,  failed  to  complete  the  course,  mainly  due  to  illness;  of 
those  who  completed  the  course,  some  70  per  cent,  were  placed  in 
employment  or  training  within  a reasonable  time  of  leaving  the  Unit. 

In  order  to  be  recommended  for  Vocational  Training,  a rehabilitee 
must  satisfy  certain  minimum  educational  and  physical  standards, 
and  during  1962,  90  people  attained  the  necessary  standards  as  a 
result  of  their  rehabilitation  course  and  were  passed  on  to  Government 
Training  Centres,  Residential  Disabled  Training  Centres,  or  local 
Technical  and  Commercial  Colleges  for  further  training. 
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More  detailed  information  on  any  of  these  facilities  can  be  had 
on  application  from  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  at  any 
Employment  Exchange.  The  Felling  Training  Centre  and  Re- 
habilitation Unit  are  open  to  bona  fide  visitors.,  such  as  doctors, 
welfare  workers,  employers,  etc.,  preferably  by  appointment  (tele- 
phone 69-2285)  and  the  Centre  Manager  and  Rehabilitation  Officer 
is  Mr.  G.  H.  Crump.

(4)  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

These  works,  which  were  opened  in  1955,  deal  with  the  sewage 
for  the  major  portion  of  Learn  Lane  Estate.  As  described  in  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959,  the  works  were  extended  by  the 
addition  of  one  sedimentation  tank,  two  bacteria  beds,  and  one  humus 
tank,  thus  enabling  the  plant  to  serve  a population  of  16,000.  Since 
then,  five  additional  drying  beds  with  an  area  of  1,000  square  yards 
have  been  constructed,  but  the  problem  of  drying  sludge  during  the 
winter  months  was  again  acute,  especially  during  the  months  of 
January  and  February,  when,  owing  to  weather  conditions,  approxi- 
mately 53,000  gallons  of  sludge  had  to  be  pumped  on  to  land  adjacent 
to  the  sludge  drying  beds.  Fortunately,  it  was  possible  to  remove 
this  during  October  and  November,  and  the  area  is  again  available 
for  use  if  necessary.  The  Council  have  decided  to  install  a hot  sludge 
digestion  plant,  which  should  completely  solve  this  serious  and 
increasing  problem. 
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During  the  year  the  population  draining  into  the  works  increased 
from  an  estimated  14,333  to  an  estimated  15,309  (4,374  dwellings  at 
3*5  persons  per  dwelling).  The  volume  of  wet  sludge,  95  per  cent, 
moisture,  dealt  with  was  an  estimated  948,600  gallons. 

Research  work  is  continuing  on  the  four  pilot  filters  of  the 
Public  Health  Engineering  Section  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering,  King’s  College,  and  Bromine-82  was  used  to  determine 
the  detention  time  of  the  filters.  A small  laboratory  is  being  equipped 
and  a Research  Associate  appointed  to  carry  out  further  work  as  a 
result  of  a grant  from  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  for  the  next  four  years. 

The  following  table  shows  the  operating  results  for  the  year 
measured  at  the  works.  In  addition,  from  time  to  time,  samples  of 
the  final  effluent  are  examined  by  the  Pollution  Prevention  Depart- 
ment of  the  Northumberland  and  Tyneside  River  Board  ; these 
results  have  always  been  satisfactory.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  ( a ) Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a smallholder’s  cottage  situated  on  high 
ground  in  the  south  part  of  the  area,  the  district  generally  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company.  A small  portion  of  the  south-east  part  of  the  district, 
adjoining  the  Hebburn  boundary,  is  supplied  with  water  from  the 
mains  of  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company. 

(i)  The  supply  to  the  area  on  the  whole  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

(ii)  Regular  examinations  are  made  of  the  supply. 

(iii)  There  is  little  likelihood  of  plumbo  solvent  action. 

(iv)  No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

(v)  There  are  no  stand-pipes  for  supplying  water  to  dwellings 
in  the  area;  11,931  houses  are  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  serving  the  whole  population  of  the  area.

A total  of  1,246  works  control  samples  were  examined  bacterio- 
logically  at  the  Company’s  Laboratory  during  the  year  1962. 

99-2  per  cent,  were  excellent. 

0-6  per  cent,  were  satisfactory. 

0-2  per  cent,  were  unsatisfactory. 

Notes  : 

1.  Over  much  of  the  distribution  system  the  water  is  a blend  of  the 
products  of  the  principal  treatment  plants. 

2.  These  plants  in  turn  receive  water  in  variable  proportions  from  the 
several  sources  utilised  by  the  Company. 

3.  It  is  therefore  difficult  to  predict  the  composition  of  the  supply  to  any 
particular  point  and  the  maxima  and  minima  quoted  are  not  to  be  regarded  as 
absolute  values  but  rather  as  limits  not  likely  to  be  exceeded  in  normal  circum- 
stances. 


(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Follingsby  Lane  have  been 
extended  to  eventually  cater  for  16,000  persons.  It  was  estimated 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  15,300  people  were  being  catered  for. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  is  drained  by  sewers  discharging 
direct  into  the  River  Tyne. 
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2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  the  only  large  waterway,  and  this  serves  as 
a common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks.  The  other 
stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as  the  River  Don, 
which  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

In  view  of  the  serious  pollution  of  the  River  Tyne,  the  Tyneside 
Local  Authorities  have  formed  a Working  Committee  to  deal  with 
this  problem.  A number  of  meetings  have  been  held,  and  work  is 
still  being  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  King’s  College,  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne,  for  various  tests  regarding  chemical  and  hydraulic 
characteristics  of  the  river. 


3.  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  12,867  water  closets  and  nine  ash  closets 
in  the  area.  The  ash  closets  are  situated  at  farms  or  other  outlying 
premises  where  no  sewerage  is  available. 


4.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  mechanical  trans- 
port. Three  C.K.3,  one  diesel  Karrier  Bantam  10  cubic  yard,  and 
one  Karrier  18  cubic  yard  dual  tip  hydraulic  tipping  vehicles  are  in 
use  for  this  purpose.  A once- weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  When  inclement  weather,  with  heavy  snow, 
occurs,  these  vehicles  are  used  for  snow  clearance,  but  as  soon  as 
conditions  are  sufficiently  improved  the  vehicles  return  to  refuse 
collection.

One  hundred  and  three  defective  bins  were  replaced  by  B.S.S. 
dust  bins  from  the  stock  of  the  Cleansing  Department  by  sales  to 
local  property-owners. 
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Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  A disused  clay 
quarry,  situated  at  Low  Heworth  Lane,  is  being  filled  in  by  this 
method.  The  longest  haul  is  approximately  two  miles. 

The  life  of  this  tip  is  now  limited  and  further  sites  are  being 
sought. 

5.  Gulley  Emptying  and  Street  Sweeping . 

Two  mechanical  gulley  emptiers  are  in  use  in  the  area. 

Street  sweeping  is  carried  out  partly  by  the  use  of  two  road 
sweeper-collectors  and  partly  by  the  gang  method. 

6.  Swimming  Baths. 

A public  Swimming  Bath  to  National  Championship  standards 
is  in  course  of  erection  on  the  Learn  Lane  Estate.  This  will  be 
completed  and  in  use  by  June,  1963. 

7.  Schools. 

A number  of  routine  inspections  have  been  made  in  the  schools 
in  the  area. 

8.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  Local  Authority  have  approved  a full  scheme  for  smoke 
control  areas  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister. 

The  Felling  No.  1 Order  came  into  operation  on  1st  May,  1962. 
There  are  some  4,000  dwellings  in  this  area,  covering  366  acres.  This 
area  would  appear  to  be  quite  successful.  There  were  some  teething 
troubles  regarding  the  use  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  and  where  any 
complaints  were  received  the  premises  were  visited  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  In  most  cases  it  was  found  that  people  did  not 
know  how  to  use  the  fuel  properly  or  there  were  slight  adjustments 
to  the  appliances  needed,  which  were  immediately  carried  out. 

The  effect  of  this  area  was  soon  apparent  during  the  later 
months  of  the  year,  particularly  during  foggy  periods,  and  a great 
step  forward  has  been  made  in  improving  atmospheric  conditions  in 
the  area. 

A survey  of  the  proposed  No.  2 Area  was  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  year  and  this  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  for 
approval.  This  area  covers  59  acres,  including  the  Heworth  Colliery 
area,  and  adjoins  part  of  the  No.  1 Area  along  its  north-eastern 
boundary. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  survey  of  the  proposed  No.  3 Area, 
which  is  situated  in  central  Felling  and  covers  an  area  of  89  acres. 
This  area  contains  a new  housing  development  of  flats  and  houses 
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with  under-floor  electric  heating,  and  a further  housing  project  is  in 
hand  where  the  houses  will  be  centrally  heated  from  small-bore 
systems  using  gas. 

There  has  been  little  cause  for  complaint  from  industrial 
premises.  In  one  or  two  cases  where  smoke  was  emitted  it  was  due 
to  choked  or  defective  jets  in  oil  burners,  and  these  were  immediately 
replaced  and  no  further  trouble  ensued. 

Two  deposit  gauges  and  two  lead  peroxide  instruments  have 
been  in  use  during  the  year.  The  deposit  gauge  measures  the  amount 
of  matter  deposited  in  the  area  and  the  lead  peroxide  instrument 
measures  the  sulphur  content  of  the  atmosphere.

Informal  action  was  taken  in  twenty-three  cases  to  abate  smoke 
nuisance,  and  conditions  show  improvement. 

A number  of  lectures  on  Air  Pollution  have  been  given  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  various  local  bodies  during  the  year. 


9.  Rodent  Control. 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  in  the  Health  Department  and 
he  deals  with  all  rat  and  mice  infestations  and  the  treatments  of 
sewers. 

All  complaints  received  are  investigated  and  treated  where 
required ; routine  visits  and  inspections  in  the  area  are  also  carried  out. 

Due  to  various  circumstances  normal  poisons  at  times  cannot 
be  used,  and  in  cases  such  as  these  A.N.T.U.,  Warfarin,  Tomorin, 
and  in  some  cases  Arsenious  Oxide,  are  used. 

After  any  poisoning,  post-baiting  is  carried  out,  Warfarin 
generally  being  used  for  this  purpose,  to  determine  if  the  infestation 
has  been  completely  eradicated. 

Rodent  extermination  work,  using  the  techniques  recommended 
by  the  Ministry,  is  carried  out  in  this  area  and  in  most  cases  complete 
eradication  is  obtained  after  initial  poisoning,  but  in  every  case 
post-baiting  is  carried  out  as  a routine  procedure. 
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Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  several  farms  in  the  area.

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In  addition,  complaints  are  often  received  of  beetle  or  other 
infestation,  and  powder  containing  a suitable  insecticide  has  been 
issued  to  35  households. 

Where  a serious  infestation  occurs,  the  dwelling  is  treated  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

A number  of  enquiries  were  received  for  advice  on  treatment  of 
furniture  beetle  infestations.  Where  such  an  infestation  occurs  in 
a Council  dwelling,  the  Health  Department  staff,  in  conjunction 
with  the  housing  maintenance  staff,  deal  with  this  problem- 
Where  the  infestation  is  severe  the  affected  woodwork  is  removed 
and  burnt  and  is  replaced  by  suitably  treated  wood,  after  spraying 
and  other  precautions  have  been  taken.  At  prescribed  times, 
spraying  is  carried  out  in  all  known  cases  of  furniture  beetle 
in  Council  dwellings.  Where  slight  infestation  occurs,  injection  of 
the  holes  with  a hypodermic  syringe  containing  a suitable  insecticide 
has  been  found  to  be  most  effective.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
after  treatment  has  been  carried  out  over  a period  in  these  dwellings 
there  is  a definite  reduction  in  the  degree  of  infestation,  and  in  some 
cases  after  a period  of  three  years  or  more  the  infestation  would  appear 
to  have  been  completely  eradicated.

Eighty-three  shops  sell  prepacked  ice-cream  and  regular  visits 
have  been  made  to  these  premises,  and  in  all  cases  they  have  been 
found  to  be  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 


CLEAN  FOOD  EDUCATION. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  years,  no  Clean  Food  Guild  is  estab- 
lished in  the  area.  As  in  the  past,  lectures  have  been  given  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  local  bodies  on  food  and  food 
hygiene.  Judging  by  the  attendance  at  these  lectures,  and  the 
questions  asked,  it  is  apparent  that  the  housewife  of  today  is 
increasingly  aware  of  the  need  for  clean  food  and  a high  standard  of 
hygiene.  I would  consider  these  lectures  to  be  well  worth  while.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  the  Prevalence  and  Control 
of  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  1962  was  134,  compared  with  1,378  during  the  previous  year. 
This  dramatic  decrease  was  largely  accounted  for  by  a very  substantial 
reduction  of  1,314  in  Measles  notifications.  There  was  an  increase 
in  notification  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  especially  amongst  young 
females,  and  also  a rise  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough.  1'here 
were  no  significant  changes  in  the  numbers  of  other  infectious 
diseases  notified,  which  continued  at  a satisfactory  low  level. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  an  absence  of  notifications  of  Food 
Poisoning  and  also  the  continued  absence  of  Poliomyelitis  and 
Dysentery. 

Measles. 

The  usual  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as 
expected,  there  was  a substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified,  there  being  134  cases,  compared  with  1,378  cases  during  the 
previous  year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurring  in  1962  were 
notified  in  December  and  proved  to  be  the  precursor  of  the  expected 
epidemic  in  the  early  months  of  1963. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  1962  there  were  60  cases  of  WTiooping  Cough 
notified,  compared  with  only  one  case  in  each  of  the  previous  years. 
The  first  cases  were  notified  during  the  month  of  March,  1962,  and 
continued  spasmodically  throughout  the  year.  It  is  of  interest  that 
only  one-third  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  two  years  of 
life;  it  is  during  this  period  that  this  disease  may,  on  occasions,  be 
serious.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  immunisation,  which, 
although  it  does  not  give  complete  protection,  ensures  that  cases 
occurring  amongst  immunised  children  will  be  considerably  modified 
and  of  a mild  character. 
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Dysentery. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a complete  absence  of  notified 
cases  of  this  disease  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  This  reflects  the 
maintenance  of  improved  standards  of  hygiene  in  an  area  where 
Sonnei  Dysentery  tends  to  be  endemic. 

Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  two  notifications  during  the  previous  year.  The 
potential  hazard  of  Food  Poisoning,  especially  when  catering  on  a 
large  scale,  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised,  and  it  is  important 
that  high  standards  of  hygiene  should  obtain  at  all  times. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  Although  a 
high  proportion  of  children  are  fully  immunised  against  this  disease, 
it  is  unfortunate  that  there  is  continued  apathy  amongst  the  adult 
population  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  immunisation,  not 
only  for  themselves,  but  for  the  community  at  large. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  was  a sharp  rise  in  notified  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  There  were  38  new  cases  in  1962,  compared  with  22 
during  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  in  large  measure 
accounted  for  by  the  discovery  of  an  unusually  high  proportion  of 
active  cases  amongst  contacts  of  individual  new  cases  occurring 
during  the  year.  There  was  only  one  death  during  the  year  from 
this  disease. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
compared  with  two  cases  notified  during  the  previous  year.
